success of students in obtaining external funding in an itkie- 
; supported discipline and in securing History-related employment 
—_ after graduation, with the qual ity of teaching and with the Level

crit: icisms were reserved for the administration, which was cited : 


for its relative lack of financial support tor Graduate 
fellowships or for faculty replacement positions.
